Washington, D. C.. September 10.—* 
Exclusion from the mails of certain 
influential German language newspa- 
pers printed in various sections of t h e 
United States is under 
consideration 
by the postoffice department as a p a r t 
of the government's determination to 
prevent circulation of anti-war propa-« 
ganda. 


In three or four instances, it is u n - 
derstood, officials have virtually decid- 
ed that the utterances of the German 
language newspapers in question fully 
warrant their exclusion from the mails. 
Other publications are being investi- 
gated. 


No Treatment As a Class. 


There is no intention to treat t h e 
German language dailies as a class and 
each newspaper will be considered on 
the basis of the time, character and 
natur eof its articles and editorials. 
In 
numerous instances, it is said, German 
language publications have shown 
a 
commendable 
loyalty 
and 
whole- 
meartedness in supporting the govern- 
ment. 
The newspapers under consid- 
eration in connection with the proposed 
action are widely scattered. 


Contents of the news and editorial 
columns of the newspapers under in- 
vestigation, it is said, apparently were 
written with a view to coming within 
the law and at the same time creating 
anti-ally sentiment and generally dis- 
couraging the government's plans for 
carrying on the war. 


Ijangiiiige As a Fastor. 


Where this is the case olïlcials have 
taken into consideration the fact that 
the aileged objectionable articles and 
editorials have been published in the 
enemy tongue as a factor to be re- 
garded in reaching a decision. 


A number of publications printed in 
English also are under consideration 
in connection with the 
department'® 
intention of tightening the restrictions 
heretofore placed upon dissemination 
through the mails of anti-war propa- 
ganda. 


This program has received a m a r k - 
ed impetus since the recent decisions 
of Federal Judges Hough and 
Speer 
upholding the postmaster general in 
excluding from the mails The Masses 
and The Jeffersonian.

German diplomacy's coarse work, diligently 
exemplified during the two years that this 
country was put upon by its clumsy trickery 
and crude subterfuges, has just disclosed itself 
in a new field.

If a war could be ended by writing, 
printing and talking, then tliis great 
and terrible war must 
of 
necessity 
have been 6nded a long time ago; for 
there has surely been written, printed 
and spoken enough matter to fill a 
librai-y. 
The time seems now to have 
arrived when talking must cease and 
action must begin and it is a source 
of great pride with us to know and 
feel that you are ready and prepared 
for that action. 


I scarcely know whether this oc- 
casion should be called a "Farewall 
night" or a "Knights' farewell." 
No 
steel-clad warrior of old ever went 
forth to do battle in a more noble 
and knightly cause than that which 
you are about to engage in, and that 
fact has inspired me with the thought 
that when you come back from thifi 
awful war and as veterans you will 
join with others ift forming a great 
organization; something like the now 
vanishing Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, and there is no doubt of that, for 
it has been the practice of returned 
soldiers after every war. 
When that 
time comes and that veteran army is 
formed, 
it 
should 
be 
named 
the 
"Knights 
of 
Liberty." 
There 
has 
never been upon the earth a greater 
force moving toward liberty than the 
army of which you are a part and 
there is not today beneath the skiPs a 
greater, better known and universally 
acknowledged emblem and token of 
that liberty than the starry flag you 
will carry and follow to foreign climes, 
to victory or to death. 
Under 
its 
white and crimson stripes you will go 
forth to conquer peace from the high 
prophet of war himself. 


There are people who believe this 
war could have been avoided; they 
are only deceiving themselves. 
That 
it might have been postponed a short 
time, a 3'ear or two perhaps, may be 
true, but the arch plotter and enemy 
of peace and liberty was only biding 
his time, when, having destroyed his 
neighbors one by 
one 
and 
robbed 
them of the means of further resist- 
f^ce, war would have come to us, as 
we now go to war. 
Our shores would

invaded, 
our 
cities 
de- 
stroyed, 
our 
industries 
ruined 
and 
despoiled. 
Instead 
of

ocean and aiding France and England 
in their struggle for the world's liber- 
ties, we would then have been obliged 
to fight for our national life on our 
own soil and alone.

measure, at least, estimate how poorly

Peace Situation in Germany. 


V A high official authority gave the 
Associated Press today the following 
fetatement 
of the situation in Germany 
a s regards peace conference: 


"There is no doubt that the German 
government is anxious to get out of the 
war a t the earliest possible m o m e n t on 
any 
terms 
which 
will insure 
them 
against revolution at home and 
na- 
tional collapse. 


"Great numbers of people in Ger- 
m a n y today would welcome a 
peace 
on a status quo basis, 
this 
meaning 
practically a draw, in which no bellig- 
erent would occupy any territoi-y be- 
yond that which it possessed in July, 
1914, and in which, moreover, 
each 
side would bear its own burden 
in 
respect of the material losses incurred 
during the course of the war. 
But it is 
impossible to say how f a r this view 
has spread among the German prole- 
tariat because naturally where it exists 
it has had small opportunity of public 
expression. 


"It is obvious that if the 
German 
people ultimately come to accept a net 
loss of territory as inevitable they must 
pass to t h a t f r a m e of mind through the 
intermediate stage of a willingness to 
accept a status quo peace. 
If the war 
continues to go against Germany, the 
test ofCei-s to conclude such a peace 
will certainely be made as soon as the 
pressure reaches a certain point. 


America Alters Situation. 


"Since 
Germany's 
so-called 
peace 
offer a year ago, the continued pressure 
of the entente and the entry of the 
United States has completely changed 
the situation. 


"The question is now in fact, not 
what are the w a r aims which Germany 
will impose before she grants peace, 
but what terms she herself will be will- 
ing to accept. 
That is a very simple 
statement of the greatest fact in the 
•war situation today. 
• "The entry of the United States and 
m a n y of the South American republics 
has put economic 
matters 
into 
the 
foreground. 
The German government 
m u s t obviously view with extreme ap- 
prehension to the situation at home in 
the 
months 
immediately 
succeeding 
t h e declaration of peace. 
The physical 
exhaustion of the people and of the 
country, combined with the want of 
food, which 
cannot 
be 
immediately 
remedied, and the want of raw ma- 
terial for starting manufactures will 
create a most serious 
situation. 
If 
when the troops come back from the 
front, it is not possible immediately to 
start again the industrial life of the 
country and provide food and 
work, 
there will almost inevitably be a very 
dangerous revolutionary movement. 


Would Prefer Civil War. 


"This would be started by the minor- 
ity socialists and if Germany 
comes 
out of the war without a definite in- 
crease of strength and prestige in some 
f o r m or another, the influence of the 
government on the middle classes will 
be so much weakened that it will be 
impossible any longer to depend 
on 
their active support against a revolu- 
tionary movement. 
The Prussian mili- 
tary and agrarian 
party remains 
as 
firm and uncompromising in domestic 
as in foreign affairs as ever and many 
of 
them 
would 
undoubtedly 
prefer 
civil war to any surrender which would 
deprive them of the political 
power 
which they regard a.s their right. 


"For this reason, 
that which 
the 
German government will most seek for 
in any peace arrangement is security 
that as soon a.s the war is over there 
shall be a free fiow of food and raw 
material into the counti-y and at the 
same time free markets for German 
product.^. 
If this could be secured, the 
energy of the people could bo at once 
directed to the restoration of the com- 
merce and indu.stry and these interests 
are so concentrated that they would be 
turned away from dangerou.s political 
consideration.s. 


When M. Lvoff saw Premier Keren- 
sky on Saturday and presented General 
Korniloff's demands, it developed to- 
day, he told the premier t h a t an organ- 
ization of d u m a members, Moscow in- 
dustrial interests and other conserva- 
tives who played the role of the opposi- 
tion at the recent Moscow confei-nece, 
were supporting General KornilofC. 
and the army and navy, and tranquilly 
and faithfully fulfill their duty in the 
defense of the fatherland against the 
foreign enemy."
